Reform bdl ia prorniveii on a broader ami 
firm«r bayis. Her Majesty aocepts, with 
gratification and pride, the voliuitBHrs who 
have uflered thtiin.selves for the national de- 
fense. The relatioiia of the nation with 
fiireigti powBis'ai^Voh a^ friendly footiiiy. 
The iiiiemiim is expressed to secure to the 
pnopl of Italy fieeiiom from foreign if.Ier- 
I'ereiii'B by force of aims, in their national 
afiair.s. I'V.iniMj ami Knylaiid will co-oper- 
ate 1(1 iditalii redress for the Peihn allair iiiid 
the fultiiniBtit of the treaty of Tientsin. 
Mudurale deniands will be made on the 
Emperor of China, which it is hoped will 
obviate tlie nece^^ity of recourse to annc. 
The reveiiue of Great Britain is in a sati.s- 
factiiry coiidiiion. Ei«tiinates for 1860 are 
decignetl with the ubjeut of plai'ing the 
Navy and Army on an efficient footins. 
Law reform is urueil on the attention oi 
Parliament. In regard to San Juan afTair.s, 
the speech liiflers from previous adviies. 
The credit of preventiiii; a collision is iiol 
wholly given to the navy, but ijicliiJt-s the 
civil Hit well as naval ofiiireis : consequently, 
Hia Excellency Guv. Doii«las fihaies the 
honor. with "'Admirals and Post Capiain.'s." 
The conciliatory course pursued i.'i rej^iaid 
tO'jhe question by Mr. Buchanan's adminis- 
traiion is reciprocated, — ^^aiid an amicable 
adjustment of the boundary is aniioipated 
according to the treaty of 1846i 



The REL&TtnNs bbcweeh Great Bri- 
tain AND Franck. — In the signinf^ uf the 
treaty by Great Britain and France, wo 
have a i^uarantee of the friendly relations 
which it is expected will hereafter exist 
between those two great naiioiis. It also 
appears that an alliance has been forinctl 
by the same governii ents for the purpose of 
curtailing the temporal power of I'lo Noiio, 
and insuring the independence of the Italian 
States, v%hich have long groaned atid suf- 
fered uniler the iron riile of priestcraft. 
Confidence has been restored in the minds 
of all classes throughout the United King- 
dom, and it is now believed that when 
Napoleon said, " My Empire is peace," he 
spoke the truth — at least as far as our 
^mother cdnnfry is concerned. The rela- 
tions bef.veeii the two countries are now 
of the most trieiidly character, and it is In 
be hoped thai all old anitiinsitie.-, will by 
buried, and thai in future the two jiuwers 
will be found side by side liuliting the 
battleii ol frucdoni tor oppressed naiion.s and 
advancing the cause of civdization through- 
out the world. < 



Fires. — About seven oVIock on Tuesday 
rooming;, tire was discovered on the roof of 
Kaindler's building, on Wharf street. The 
sailers from Ihe W. H. Scranton, and the 
neigbVtrs soon extiii<;uished it with buckets 
of water — damage trifling. At 11 o'clock of 
the same rnotiiing, the roof of the (iwelling 
hou.<e of Mr. A. II. Guild, on Humboldt 
street, was fuuiul to tie on lire. The alarm 
was i^iven, and the Deluj^e Knijiiie Coin- 
paiiy was {|iiickly on its way towards the 
spot, followeii (dose by the members of Ihe 
Union Hook niul Ladder Company, with 
their hooks atid ladders on thejr shoulders.
